15). The Ex amine r has also requested an election to species of the subject matter 
specified in the aforementioned groups of figures. 

The Examiner has stated Claims 23 -is generic, and the claims directed to Group I 
are readable on all three species, while the claims directed to Group II are readable on 
Species B. 

Election and Traversal 

For purposes of election and in order to advance prosecution, Applicant's will 
agree Claims 23 is generic, and the claims directed to Group I are readable on all three 
species, while the claims directed to Group II are readable on Species B. Furthermore, 
Applicants elect Group I (Claims 1-11, and 23-26) and Species B with traverse, 
reserving the right to amend and resubmit the Claims readable on Species A and C only 
for rejoinder under MPEP 821.04 should a generic claim become allowable.
